Gentlemen: 
The -\yar has made it ciear as sun- 
light, "that,'until We have a fair as- 
surance of permanent pe.tca, there 
will fcu no democracy that is mora 
than » fragile shell. For fie long 
as \ve eipect war, we shall have a 
highly militarised organization ;ol 
society; and this means a "disciplin- 
ed "V people, a divine disciplinary 
.state and the whole baj}' of tricks 
that is implied by the word Prus- 


Under these circumstances, and be- 


cause we have reached a point where 
we must decide what to do in order 
to prevent future wars, .it is sur- 
prising that the American public has 
shown so little interest in the causes 
of wars in' general and of this war 
in particular. Indeed, for some rea- 
son or other, we .have spoken of the 
war as if it were a perfectly non- 
complex problem,'whose solution re- 
quired n'o .especial study and whose 
existence was satisfactorily account- 
ed for by the diabolical pranks of an 
Emperor and the. very undesirable 
people surrounding him.

Yet it'was impossible to blame eith- 
er England or France 
for

It 


was they who first developed ma- 
chine industry on:the extra-national 
scale;-and therefore as colony and 
concession hunter* they, were natur- 
ally first on the field. Germany was 
late becaure she was shortsighted. 
Even Bismarck who .was" usually can- 
ny enough-in all. that pertained to 
national ambitions, did not realize 
the scope, of machine .industry, and 
up to 1&7.9 was against any terri- 
torial extensions, the • Reichstag not 
until 1SS5 giving its sanction to -an 
expansive colonial policy.. Moreover 
German,acquisitive diplomacy when 
it finally did get -under way, "was 
bungling and arrogant;:it was in no. 
aense a-match for that-of ".either of 
i t s rivals. 
' . . - . - 


So when r.t the end -of this period, 


we find' that German .acquisitions 
host as to. markets and strategic 
military points, were comparatively 
insignificant, in spite.of the fact that 
her efficency, in production was now 
almost outstripping the world; and 
her foreign trade challenging Eng- 
land's; when we-see France 
and 


Great Britain holding the Mediter- 
ranean, Great Britain mistress of the 
seas in general and of the Red Sea, 
the Gulf of Aden and the Gulf-of 
Persia in particular, we need not he 
surprised for it was essentially Ger- 
many's own backwardness ',/hich was 
to blame. In those days, too, there 
was no pity for the backward. It 
was the devil take the hindmost; and 
Germany happened to be the hind- 
most nation. 


In justice to France and England, 


it must also be said', that, though 
they acquired some of'their colonies' • 
and spheres of influence -by means 
which gave opportunity to 
charge 


bad faith, they nevertheless tre'atcd 
Germany with conspicuous fairness 
in regard to trade privileges. So 
much -so indeed, that, • in. sonw- of 
England's own preserves, as for,in- 
stance China, German trade 
and 


banking .were" becoming '.the domi-, 
nant power. But even so, the Ger- 
man commercial mind was harassed, 
by possibly groundless but steadily.. 
growing fears. It was, in fact, Ger- 
many's nightmare that her advance, 
in machine industry'at home might 
some day be cancelled abroad,.either 
by an English change if policy from; 
free trade to protection, as Mr.j Jos- 
eph Chamberlain and his group so 
strongly advocated, 'or by some cri- 
sis of a warlike nature, -which"would 
be used by England 'as an e-icuse- 
for physically closing .'.the 
canals,- 
seas and so-called Gibralter points 
of trade, ..thus excluding GernSany, 
except upon' Bi^'tish-made condition*. 
But, judging by recent exposures oi 
German character, there Is little 
doubt, that, if Germany had had .the 
-.vhip' hand herself: shejwould have 
driven harder bargains than did her 
"opponents.

But Germany has 
lost heavily; and, according to her 
nature, and to the w'orld's sorrow, 
she is .a savage, . unsportsmanlike 
loser: In the-. gray morning, Ger- 
many looks across the table as the 
haggard; gray -faced 
players 'are 


about to rise. , 'The chips are piled 
tiigbf-jn front' of her antagonists; 
cdmparea\to theirs.'-her-'own store of. 
wealth seenis contemptible. 'Bitterly 
resentful, 'she realiz=s the failure -of 
her ambitionr,. But^ -nevertheless, 
she will not be humbled; she will not 
be beaten.' She -will not quit

.game a loser. T.ather than that, 
she is ready to throw decency to the 
winds' and take by foul play what 
she cannot get under the game's 
rules, Stealhily Germany reaches a 
heavy hand toward her rival*' win- 
nings, and v.-ith the other a great 
flashing gun is drawn. Germany 
has resorted to robbery under arms, 
ana -in a twinkling the world war is 
on.
